The society on thé whole expres- 
sed their disapproval of the face 
that the Governors In the West 
Indies could do pretty much what 
they pleased, and that, the motions 
and bills usually, came from the 
Governor down to the bodies re 
presenting the people. In addition 
they did not like the idea of being 
ruled by people whom, others had 
appointed. Only three parts of the 
West Indies have complete adult 
suffrage and the representatives In 
the government usually .represent 
one group. 

Mr.^ Kenneth Augicr led the group 
and . began his addrewt by outlin- 
ing briefly the governing Institu- 
tions in the West Indies. "From 
semi-independent government to 
rigid autocracy, followed by a mod- 
erate rise back. to scml-reprcscnta- 
tlvc government Is the usual pat- 
tern In the West Indies," he said. 

"Let us begin by looking at Ber- 
muda," said Augler. "The Bermud- 
ans, .although technically they live 
In the West Indies, do, not con- 
aider themselves West Indians. Ber- 
muda now has a House of Assem- 
bly, which Is fully elected, and a

Fact, Legend 
From Part 
Of History

Recollections of an eventful five 
years of Dawson College history 
will be renewed with the news 
that the location Is to be abandon- 
ed by the- University this spring. 
Some 5,600 students, who at one 
time or other formed part and 
parcel of the institution, and shar- 
ed the long meal queues, ferocious 
floor hockey games, and dormitory 
water fights will also look back 
with regrèt to the comradery which 
is the keynote of Dawson. 

There, was no tradition to bind 
the - group that formed the first 
year classes In September of '45J 
They were to create a history of 
their own. 

The Royal Canadian Air Force 
had not completely vacated the lo- 
cation on September 26, 1945, and 
the sharp-pitched siren which is 
today, perched atop Dawson Hall 
and serves to awaken slumbering 
students, is a reminder of the loca- 
tion's former history with the arm- 
ed forces. 

New academic standards were es- 
tablished by the men that moved 
into Dawson, but it .was an at- 
mosphere of both work and play 
which dominated the atmosphere. 
Many a legend was to survive long 
after the sight was to be abandon 

Use of extinguishers In lon-< 
drawn water fights formVd part of 
dormitory life. There is the story 
of the Vice Principal who walked 
into one building to be greeted 
by à blast of both water and curs- 
es. When mistaken identities had 
been straightened out, the* college 
official, despite the soaking his 
clothes took, did not have his.cn 
thusiasm dampened and forgot the 
whole matter. * 

Trips to nearby St. Johns by 
the .Dawson-colored Boulais buses, 
also form part of the Dawson 
Story. There Is a legend woven 
around à professor with a thirst 
for more than knowledge, who, 
upon return from the 'outside 
world' one night, chopped down a 
flagpole — one of" the landmarks 
around Dawson Hall. Some stud- 
ents even wandered to nearby Ib- 
erville, and there is one story of 
a student who swam the Icy waters 
of the Richelieu River one Nov- 
ember on the dare of a cohort, and 
the additional inducement of a $25 
dollar bet. 

The flatlands surrounding the 
college have produced winds and

Dawson College — "the most daring thing McGi 
ever done" — will close down May 31. 

Officials announcement of the closing, rumoured for 
weeks both here and at St. Johns, came last night from Dr. 
F. Cyril James', principal and vice-chancellor, on behalf of 
the Board of Governors.' 

Dr. James declared that after careful exploration of the 
whole situation arrangements are being made to accommo- 
date students, who would normally have proceeded to the. 
former air. force station, on the Montreal campus for the 
1950-51 session. 

In making the announcement, the principal recalled 
several high-points of Dawson's "brief, but vivid, history." 
It was late in September, 1945, after the sudden end of the , 
war with Japon, that it became apparent that there would 
be hundreds of veterans seeking immédiate admission 
Canadian universities, he noted. 

Since the Board of Governors had decided that at 
costs. McGill would provide an adequate education for these 
men, and would give them priority over all others, the decision ' 
to take over from the Government the buildings of No. 9 Air - 
Observer School at St. Johns was announced on Sept. 20. 
Six days later, Sept. 26, Dawson College opened ils doors to 
nearly 600 engineering .and science students. 

Outstanding Contribution to University 

Dr. James added that, the record of McGill in providing 
for students who returned from service in the armed forces 
in the years from 1945 would remain one of the proudest 
in its. long history. 
These veterans in their -turn had* T 




made an outstanding contribution 
to the university- by their maturity 
of outlook, industry and scholar- 
ship and had been a steadying and 
unifying Influence among the stu- 
dent body as a whole, 
i. Announcement of the closing to 
Dawson students was to be made 
at breakfast this morning by Dr. 
W. *H. Hatcher, vice-principal' of 
the SI. Johns branch. Although 
a varied rcactlsn from the student 
body,is expected. Dr. Hatcher told 
The Dally last night 'there will 
be a terrific' amount of sadness.'' 

Recalling the establishment of 
Dawson in 1945 when he was as 
slstant dean of Arts and Science 
—and thus the man who had* to 
cope with hectic registration prob 
lems— Dr. Hatcher said "it was tha 
most daring thing McGill has ever 
done. It was conceived and carried

Nearly six thousand students, most of them 
veterans, have passed through this unique col- 
lege since it opened in September 26, 1945. De- 
termined! to provide the opportunity for a uni- 
versity education to every veteran who applied, 
ic administration authorities had laid plans be- 
fore the end of the war to accommodate the 
vets. But the problem of adequate buildings 
Eccmed . impossible to solve. 
Within two weeks Principle F. Cyril James 
f : had. conceived the idea of taking over No. 0 Air 
Observer School near St. Johns and had put the 
plan intq action. The plan matured so swiftly 
that there were not enough knives and forks on 
hand in the mess hall when the first students 
arrived. 

Thousands of veterans who would otherwise 
- have beer, unable to enter university for some 
' time were thus admitted. Though they had 
long looked forward to a chance to get away 
from barrack life, the vets realized they had 
. been given a special opportunity through the 
foresight of the university authorities and the 
magnificent government rehabilitation plan. 

In. his statement last night Principal James 
paid tribute to the veterans who "made an out-.. 
Étandîng contribution to the university by their; 



maturity of outlook, industry and scholarship^" # . 




DAWSON CLOSES . 

The veterans, Dr. James declared, "set an ex- 
ample to the younger students and were a unify- 
ing influence among the student body as a whole. 
No finer body of men had ever offered them- 
selves for training at McGill." • 

It is fitting that Dr. Hatcher should be in 
charge as Dawson Collegè's brief but bright car- 
eer draws to a close for it was he who carried 
the main burden as thousands of students 
flocked to McGill seeking admission in 1945. 
"No words of praise are adequate," declared Dr. 
James, "to tell of the devoted service rendered 
by these men at Dawson College," as he re 
fcrrcd to Professors A. H. Gillson, Carleton 
Craig and W. H. Hatcher who served as vice 
principals in charge of Dawson He also called 
attention to the outstanding work of the late P. 
\V. MacFarlanc who carried out the huge task 
of . converting the air force station to a college. 

The Dawson student body proved to be one 
of the most spirited groups at McGill. And as 
Athletics Director Em Orlick said of the Daw 
sonitcs recently. "We are unpredictable in our 
behaviour" and they were "beyond compare for 
originality." 

And Professor Orlick's comment could well be 
the theme of the whole spirit of the conceptior 
of Dawson College and the application of its 
students to their studies and their cxtra-curric 
•ular activities: "When we've wanted some 
thing we've gone oùt and got it."

SPIRIT OF DAWSON

"I feel that a fine chapter in McGill Uni- 
versity will be ended when the doors of Dawson 
close", confided Reverend E. C. Knowles, Stud- 
ent Counsellor, to our questions. "But it will 
•never be forgotten by those of us who were for- 
tunate in taking part' in its curriculum." 

Rev. Knowles arrived at Dawson in June, 
1946 and discovered that out of 1700, students, 
, 1200 were veterans. "I must admit", he assert- 
; . ed, "I was expecting a cliquish spirit amongst 
the veterans who had been out of contact with 
civilian education for about five years, and were 
from six to ten years older than the average 
high school graduate. Much to their credit, 
however, they became fully integrated with the 
other students, and the spirit at Dawson was

ï^Whèn questioned on the «différence between 
ife ir- barracks and the life 1 at Dawson in 
_ie terms of a residential college he told us of a 
student who had formerly held a high rank and 
was well disciplined in' army routine.. "Sir", 
I the student asked, "what time do I have tp re- 
• port in?" He had to.be assured that there was 
compulsions, and regulations were reduced to 
inimum.

was at stake, and they applied themselves dil- 
igently to their work." 

He was very cautious in outlining the differ 
enecs in the life at Dawson with the life at Mc- 
Gill. "I feel that the grcntcst single advantage 
of Dawson over McGill is the general camarad- 
erie there. In a residential college, friendships 
arc made more easily because the students eat, 
go to lectures, study, play, and become more in 
terested in one another. Furthermore, this Eamc 
principle applies to professor-student relations 
There is much more personal tuition and friend- 
ly guidance."*- 

"But", he wished to point out, "it is all rela- 
tive. The students at McGill, especially those 
who live in Montreal, have their own personnl 
attachments atfri friends built up through their 
life at home. The one is probably in propor- 
tion to the other." 

"The buildings in Dawson" he replied to our 
queries., "are in tolerably good shape consider 
ing what they were built for, and the length of 
time they, are up. Of course", he smiled and 
added, "some of the line-ups for meals border 
on the fabulous. I saw a weary, unshaven stud- 
ent waiting ai the end of a long line and jokingly 
told tim -that he was going to be awfully late for 
lunch. 'Lunch', the student sighed, 'I'm still 
waiting for my breakfast/ ". 



Literature' ha* always been noted 
for the "character." that have add- 
ed to it* stature down through the 
ages. They appear to our minds 
as students in the dens of Paris, 
or be ordered patriarchs casting cyn- 
ical remarks out at the world — 
something heard. about, but rather 
beyond our experience. It la in- 
teresting to know that, without 
realizing it, Canada during the last 
generation, has developed such a 
literary character of its own. He 
is Edward John Pratt, at present 
Professor of English' at'Victoria Col- 
lege, Toronto, and » generally rec- 
ognized as Canada's leading poet. 

Ned Pratt Is th-e kind of man who 
makes a purely facts and figures 
biography almost Impossible. In 
his succession of jobs — including 
such widely separated ones a* 
preacher and patent medicine pro- 
moter — stories based on his hu- 
morous sayings and practicality 
have grown up, so that how, even if 
he had never written a line of 
poetry, the tale of his • life would 
be worth hearing. 

This practical sense In Pratt had 
some. basis. When you were born 
in 1883 one of eight In à Methodist 
minister's family on the cast coast 
of Newfoundland, you had to be 
practical. At eighteen Pratt left 
to continue his education at the 
Methodist College in St. John's, 
graduating from there as a qualified 
teacher two years later. During 
this, period of education he came 
under the tutelage of one R. E. 
Holloway* whose belief in the great 
outdoors as a classroom developed 
Pratt's intérêt in nature. However, 
when Pratt tried to apply this 
philosophy to his own teaching he 
aroused the ire of the Department 
of Education by producing a com- 
plete crop of failures. 
■ Whether or ,not this changed 
Pratt's' plans again Is not known, 
but during the next three years he 
changed his ambition from teaching 
to the 'ministry, taking up a mis- 
sionary circuit on the Newfound 
land, coast preparatory to leaving 
for Toronto to continue his scho- 
lastic career. There was but one 
hitch in his plans. He lacked fin- 
ancial support. This failed to daunt 
Ned Pratt— he mixed a. brew con- 
sisting of spruce buds, cherry bark, 
and a Methodist's Idea of a small 
amount of rum to keep It from 
freezing. The brew sold well, and 
when the bottles began to burst the 
next winter due to lack of an "anti- 
freeze", Ned Pratt was on his way 
to à B.A. in Toronto. 

His road ' to a degree was far 
from easy. It included a variety 
ôf summervjobs, all the way from 
farming to a refreshment conces- 
sionaire at a Western Canada fair. 
He received, his B.A. in 1911, and 
his B.D. In 1013, progressing in 
1817 to his Doctor of Philosophy. 

Possessing a full comlcment of de- 
grees he gave up his original inten- 
tion and entered the Department of 
Psychology at the University of 
Toronto, soon moving to the De- 
partment of English at the insist- 
ence of its head, Dr. Pelham Edgar, 
who noticed some talent in Pratt's 
first literary effort. 
. 1923 brought his first major pub 
lished work, a series of poems call 
ed "Newfoundland Verse". Since 
that time Ned Pratt has sent a 
constant stream into the river of 
Canadian Literature. His works 
are highlighted by "The Witches' 
Brew" in 1925, "Titans" In 1928, 
"The Roosevelt and the Antinoc" 
in. 1930, "The Titanic" in 1935, 
"Brcbeuf and his Brethren" in 1940, 
and "Dunkirk", in 1940. 

The producer of these works is 
a kindly, well-built man of 67, who 
regards 200 lines of writing a sum- 




mer as_sufficlent. It has been and 
said that "no one is more surprised 
to find himself a poet ; ^ Ned. Pratt 
has a tremendous zest for life, and 
he Is never happier than when he 
is surrounded by à group of friends 
at a dinner table. It wouldn't be 
going too far to say that the essence 
of Pratt's poetry lies in the fact 
that he infuses this love of living 
and-thlngs alive into his work and 
produces some of the better, poetry 
turned out in Canada in the past 
generation,

Paramount's latest entry in the 
melodramatic sweepstakes is an In- 
teresting affair that is tailor-made 
for the dramatic ability of Barbara 
Stanywck. Director Robert Siod- 
mack, that eminent master of sus- 
pense, has come up with a tingling 
talc that makes up In performances 
and production what it lacks In or- 
iginality. 

You've probably heard this one 
before. Miss Stanwyck plays the 
title role; that of a mysterious so- 
ciety woman who becomes involved 
with an assistant D. A., a husband 
and father to boot. When her 
wealthy aunt is murdered, Thelma 
J or don is charged with the deed. 
The lawyer, however, assumes the 
position of state prosecutor at the 
trial, and he sees to It that trje ac- 
cused woman is acquitted. But 
Thelma Jordon Is a vicious girl: 
She walks out on the fellow, shout- 
ing to his bewildered face that lie 
has been a "fall guy" all along. 
It would be unfair to tell the end-

The production is all that can be 
expected with such material. The 
settings are excellent, and the 
photography and the music are 
first rate. Mr. Siodmack has done 
a masterful directing job, especially 
in the courtroom scenes which are 
at once Intelligent and exciting and

The performances are. perhaps, 
the film's greatest assel.

A 'request for more blocking' 
and a 'modification of the pass- 
ing rules to faclllate the use of 
the forward pass' were the most 
definite statements that could be 
obtained from official spokes- 
men following Saturday's CIAU 
football rules committee confer- 
ence. 

The proposals of the conference 
will be made public on Feb. 25 In 
Toronto when they are present- 
ed to the Canadian Rugby Union 
for official action. In addition to 
the changes suggested by the 
CIAU . other members unions 
such as the ORFU, QURFU, Big 
Four, and the Western Interpro- 
vincial Union will be presented 
Vic Obeck and Ron Perowne 
represented McGill, Warren Stev- 
ens and Dr. AI Williams, Toron 
to Varsity, Frank Little. Western 
and Dr. Harry Batsone, Queen's, 
Bastone waa elected president, 
succeeding Perowne.

From Dawson's Brief. Life

Dawson College is a child of the 
, list war and like everything else 
that sprang from such seeds it grew 
■o quickly that it almost burst. In 
,1945, the veterans poured Into the 
■ir force station which was to be 
Ï named Dawson College, looking for 
an education and a training. 

As. students they quickly de- 
veloped an active interest in activi- 
ties, outside of the classroom. A slu- 
v dents', society was established with 
in -executive council similar to that 
at McGill. Under the energetic 
\ guidance of Em Orllck, athletics 
mushroomed and. have ever since 
played a major role on the campus, 
drawing more students than any 
other' activity. 

"• .The veterans soon took charge 
and under their experienced guid- 
ance, the students' society and its 
many activities stumbled through 
its growing pains. By 1947, there 
were, more than two thousand stu- 
dents enrolled at Dawson. 
But by the autumn of 1947, slu- 
- dent interest hid taken an apathetic 
turn and, unnoticed in the turmoil, 
was a steadily mounting debt which 
had already absorbed a $7,000 sur- 
plus from the year before.

MISMANAGEMENT OF WEEKLY 
The new president, elected in 
1948, was immediately confronted 
with yet another problem, the Daw 
son Weekly which under misman- 
agement had become the mouth 
piece of those interested in only 
their own ends. The situation be 
came so serious that after a delib- 
erate violation of the neutrality of 
the paper during an election, the 
editor was discharged by the Coun- 
cil and barred from student activity 
for six months. 

The Weekly was then reorganized 
under separate management and a 
new editor appointed, which was 
myself. Reorganization was none 
loo soon for the end of the year 
proved that Dawson had incurred 
a debt of $12,000!, a staggering blow 
for an already buffeted council 

The following year, the Dawson 
Weekly played a major role in 
bringing \p the Dawson student 
body the seriousness of the debt. 
At the beginning of the college 
year In 11)48, the Dawson Weekly 
struggled with a small staff of little 
more than five students to come out 
once a week. By the end of the 
year, however, over thirty students, 
all originally inexperienced In 
newspaper work, were turning out

The tremendous housekeeping 
problems of providing such neces 
filles as blankets, sheets, knives, 
forks, spoons, wh'en the St. Johtu 
branch on shch short notice were 
recalled by Dr. James. These were 
solved through the help ot the 
Government Departments who 
made available surplus stores and 
assisted the University in every 
possible way to get the Collegr 
opened on time, he said. 

"From 1945 to 1947 the recon- 
struction and reconversion of 
buildings and H-huts went on 
apace. Dormitories were provided 
for 7 single students, other huts wera 
divided to make one and two-room 
apartments for. married students 
with their wives and children; re 
crcational facilities were developed, 
this branch of ' Dawson College 
being In charge of Mr Em Orllck 
of the .Department of Athletics, 
Physical Education and Recreation; 
libraries were transferred from the 
Montreal campus; laboratories and 
drafting rooms were, constructed 
and equipped for physical science 
and engineering studies.
